Special А0/55, LP Classes 
Added for National Drags 


LOS ANGELES — Officials of National 
Hot Rod Association last week announced 
the addition of two separate classes for 
super, high-performance production уе- 
hicles at the forthcoming National Cham- 
pionship Drag Races. Designated as AO/ 
55 (A-open street sweeper) and LP 
(Limited Production), the new classes 
were designed to provide an early pre- 
view field for new “super stock” types 
of machinery not yet qualified for NHRA 
Stock class competition. 

Conditions under which the new class- 
es wil be governed are as follows; 1.) 
Only current year (1963) models will 
be admitted. 2.) Each model and its 
components must have been listed with 
National Hot Rod Association for 1963 
production prior to January 1, 1963. 3.) At 
least five vehicles of a specific model 
must be entered and on hand at the 
Nationals in order to render the cars 
eligible for AO/SS or LP class compe- 
tition. 4.) Each LP entry must conform 
with all NHRA Stock class requirements. 

Some additional restrictions have been 
set up by NHRA in AO/SS class; brushes 
must be in operation during competition, 
all street equipment, including lights, 
horn, etc. must be functional; trimming 
brushes will not be permited; and drive 
tires cannot exceed 21 inches in height, 
with a tread width of eight inches mini- 
mum. Brush sizes must conform with 
manufacturers' specifications. 

А large turnout of entries is expected 
in the new AO/SS class, due to the 
popularity of street sweepers throughout 
the nation. Young drag racers are re- 
minded that many old timers will be 
throttling the brushers that have been 
dusting one another in street races for 
several years.
